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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts recorded an increase of 16.93 percent from July 
through October, the first four months of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

Total general revenue receipts were $524,032,606. The amount was an in- 
crease of $75,859,842 over general revenue collected during the comparable four- 
month period of the 1978-79 fiscal year. 

Of the various categories of general revenue receipts, individual income taxes 
showed the heaviest gain and were up 22.61 percent. Collections totaled 
$183,140,396, marking a gain of $33,767,805 over receipts for the similar 1978-79 
fiscal period. 

Corporate income tax collections recorded the next highest increase. Re- 
ceipts totaled $35,858,443 and showed an increase of 20.68 percent. 

In other categories of general revenue receipts, sales tax collections from July 
through October totaled $17,591,514 and recorded a gain of 7.92 percent. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes were down 3.04 percent on collec- 
tions totaling $8,363,345.
